I do not know where you get your advices of the amount of minor coin in this office but 
you are certainly misinformed as to the amount, as stated in the enclosed letter received today 
from Messrs. Scruggs, Vandervoort and Barney, accompanied by a note reflecting on me for not 
supplying them with 1¢ pieces. I have not had that amount fit for circulation, by $500.00, during 
the last twelve months. Today I report $279.00, $270.00 of which is mutilated or nickel, which I 
am not permitted to pay out. The enclosed is the third of the kind received within a short time 
and, as they make a very unfavorable impression of my disposition to accommodate the public, I 
may be permitted to express the hope that it will be the last.
